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This First Day Cover shows the map of the islands and the Tanera Mor cancellation 
on the | PS value. The 1 PS is the first high value stamp to be issued on Summer Isles. 
The PS refers to pounds sterling or Punnd Sassenach in Gaelic,

shows some of the modern fish farm practices that can be seen on the islands. The fish are 
hatched in the islands own hatchery in Loch Kemp and then air lifted in the spring to a deep 
water pens in Tanera More, The fish are kept for about two years by this time their weight 

will have increased to about 1516. А salmon can weigh up to 40fbs after 4 years at sea

SILVER JUBILEE OF THE CORONATION 
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Summer Isles 
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This issue commemorated the 25th Anniversary of the Coronation of 
Her Majesty the Queen and depicted four aspects of Scottish heraldry 
The stamps were printed by Moore and Mathes Ltd, the designs were by 
the former director of the British Post Office Stuart Rose CBE 
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Remains of Old Fish Curing Station at Tigh An Quay, Tanera Mhor, The Summer Isle 
Built in 1783 by Roderick Morison of Stomoway and John Mackenzie of London 
In 1795 over 550 barrels of Herrings were exported. 


SUMMER ISLES 


The Summer Isles lies in the North-West Highlands of Scotland. The Post Office is situated 
on the only permanently inhabited island- Tanera Mor. The Post Office shares a building 
with a shop and a restaurant on the shore at Аігд-па-Соіпе, there are nine other houses оп the 
island with about twenty inhabitants. 


The postal service started on 1 September 1970 Бу the then owner Kenneth Frampton. 
With the backing of the Royal Mail he agreed to carry stamped and cancelled mail three 
times a week to the mainland and pick up and distribute mail from the mainland. Following 
the death of Kenneth Frampton the mail service was suspended between 1989 and 1991. 
The island and post office was acquired in 1993 by Ronnie Brown and his wife Mairi who 
continue to improve housing, paths and the postal service on the islands.
